They Want to Get Out 


The Congress party has hoisted the 
flag of secession in India. It rejects the 
idea of dominion status “or any other 
status within the Imperial structure’. It 
demands that Britain agree to the com- 
plete severance of all relations between 


India and the other nations in the Com- 
monwealth, and proposes to back up this 
demand by a campaign of civil disobedi- 
ence—in other words, mob defiance of 
law. 

If the Congress party represented a 
strong majority of the people of India of 
all classes and creeds it would be difficult 
to meet this demand without at least 
seeming to abandon the principles of 
democracy. But this is not the case. It is 
substantially a Hindu party. The Moslem 
population is positively and aggressively 
opposed to secession. So also are the na- 
tive princes. 

This opposition does not betoken mere- 
ly a difference of political opinion. It is in- 
spired by dread that Hindu rule would 
mean oppression and discrimination for 
the other sections. And the objectors are 
demanding that Britain fulfil its obliga- 
tion to protect them, as vigorously as the 
Congress faction is demanding the right 
to rule without outside interference.
